{ lure of thirty-five prisoners Monday is 
true, the main body of the ene^y has 
returned to Malolos. But there are no 
^ more trenches to encounter, although 
over thirty villages, including the 
larger settlements of Bulacan and 
Gudguinto, intervene, 
t The American forces advanced from 
Meycauyan - (not Maykawayan), the 
brigade commanded by Gen. Harrison 
Gray Otis being on the left of the rail- 
road, and Gen. Hale’s on the right. 
They eventually discerned white roofs 
and steeples among the green trees be- 
3 'ond the river looking not unlike a 
Ma.s.suchu setts village. 

The rebels had an unfordable river 
in front of them and they poured in a 
fire so eftective that it showed that 
they were veterans, probably members 
of the native militia which the Span- 
iards organized.- 

Col. Funston, with 20 men of the 
Kansas regiment, swam across the 
river to the left of the railroad bridge, 
and captured 80 prisoners with all 
their arms. 

The Pennsj-lvania regiment captured 
40 prisoners. 

Washington, March 28. — Advices re- 
ceived bj’ the war department show 
that the casualties in Saturday's and 
Sunday’s fighting, was: Killed, three 

officers and 25 enlisted men; wounded, 
nine officers and 203 enlisted men. 

New York, March 29. — A dispatch 
to the Herald from Manila Tuesday 
sa3’s: 

The gunboat Laguna de Bay attack- 
ed the insurgents at Bulacan. Three 
Americans were wounded. 

MacArthur’s division has crossed the 
Marilao river and is advancing north- 
ward. 

The insurgents attacked the Amer- 
icans Monday evening at Marilao, but 
were repulsed with severe loss. Our 
loss was five killed and 14 wounded. 

Later, Garcia, a native general, came 
down from Dagupan by train with 
1,000 riflemen and 4,000 Bolomen and 
took |K>sitions at Marilao. A river was 
between the American and insurgent 
forces.

retreating . army. These bodies give, 
forth a horrible odor, but theae is no 
time at present to bury them, 'the in- 
habitants who fled from Marilao and 
Meycauayan left in such a panic that 
on tables our soldiers found spread 
money and valuables, and in the rooms 
were trunks containing other propert 3 ' 
of value. This was the case in most of 
the houses deserted. They were not 
molested by our soldiers, but the Chi- 
nese, w’ho slip in between the armies, 
are looting when they can and have 
taken possession of several houses, over 
which they raised Chinese flags some 
of which were torn down. 

The American forces met with strong 
opposition in the jungle. First one 
Nebraskan, then one Pennsylvanian 
and afterwards two of the Montana 
regiments \vei*e killed. Thirty- five 
were wounded, including one officer of 
the Kansas regiment. The rebels 
burned the villages as the 3 ’ 
retreated in bad order to- 
ward Malolos. The enem>’ also tore up 
sections of the railroad in man 3 ’ places 
and attempted to burn the bridge at 
Bigaa, but the fire was extinguished 
ow’ing to the timely arrival of the 
Americans. The rebels had not fin- 
ished their trenches along the line of 
Wednesday’s march, showing they 
were not prepared for our advance. 

Gen. MacArthur's victorious division 
took lunch Wednesday at Bigaa, seven 
miles from Malolos, the Filipino capi- 
tal, and the headquarters of Aguinaldo. 

Bocave w'as captured at 8 o’clock 
Wednesday morning, then the second 
advance to Bigaa, distant two miles, 
was made. Bigaa was taken without 
a shot being fired, the enem 3 ’ fleeing at 
the approach of the Americans. 

Manila, March 30. — After a couple 
of hours of rest Gem MacArthur’s di- 
vision pushed on across rice fields and 
rivers through the jungle without 
meeting any opposition, the enemy 
flying from the villages of Taal, Ucat 
and Bigaa, after burni^ them. Even 
the town of Bulacan,'rthe capitol of 
the province, w’as burned and aban- 
doned, although Gen. Mac Arthur pass- 
ed miles to the right. At 5 o’clock the

.\PIA, Samoan Island.s March 23, via 
Auckland, N. Z., March 30. — The 
troubles growing out of the election of 
a king of Samoa have taken a more se- 
rious turn and resulted in the bom- 
bardment of native villages along the 
shore b 3 ' the United States cruiser 
Philadelphia, Adm. Krutz command- 
ing, and the British cruisers Porpoise 
and Ko 3 'alist. The bombardment has 
continued intermittentl 3 ' for eight 
da 3 's. Several villages have been burned 
and there have been a number of cas- 
ualties among the American and British 
sailors and marines. As 3 "et it is im- 
possible to estimate the number of na- 
tives killed or injured. 

As Mataafa and his chiefs, consti- 
tuting the provisional government, 
continued to defy the treaty after the 
arrival of the Philadelphia, Adm. 
Kautz summoned the various consuls

surgent aimy. While the assembly 
did not reject the 53,000,000 which Gen. 
Gomez arranged with Mr. Robert P. 
Porter to receive and pay off the Cuban 
troops, they believed it to be entirely 
inadequate to meet the situation. They 
desire at least 510,000,000 and as much 
more as can be obtained. They argue 
that- if the Cuban army is disbanded 
after the distribution of but 53,000,000, 
which would give to each enlisted man 
about 508, that the money so ob- 
tained would be barely sufficient for 
them to procure clothes and return tc 
their homes, leaving them no margin 
upon which to enter upon the peaceful 
pursuits of life. Without the means 
of subsistence, Senor Villalon says 
that ■ disorders would almost inevit- 
ably follow and perhaps brigandage. 
The object both of the United States 
and of the assembly, says M r. Vil- 
lalon, is to secure tranquility in 
Cuba preparatory to the settling up 
b 3 ’- the Cuban people of an inde- 
pendent government, and he says 
that it is, therefore, as much to 
the interests of the United States au- 
thorities as to those who immediately 
represent the Cuban patriots to see 
that the disbanded soldiers are given 
an opportunity to return to 
cWil “pursuits. The assembly rep- 
resents, not the Cuban people, 
Mr. Villalon declares, but only those 
who have been in arms struggling for 
their independence. Had Cuba achieved 
her absolute independence, he says, the 
revolutionary assembly would have 
raised sufficient funds to pay off the 
army in full, and in as much as the 
United States now assumes and exer- 
cises the functions of a trustee for the 
Cuban people during the re-estabiish- 
ment of order throughout the island 
preparatory to the establishment of a 
stable and indejiendent government, 
he, as the representative of the 
assembly, will urge that it 
is the duty of the United 
I States to furnish ample funds, 
repayable subsequently out of the Cu- 
ban revenues. They desire that the 
Washington authorities shall full 3 ’ un- 
derstand the dangers which may fol- 
low if the insurgents are disbanded 
I and sent to their homes without ade- 
quate means to begin life afresh. If 
the United States adheres to the pres- 
ent understanding with Gen. Gomea 
. .and the army is disbanded upon the 
53,000.000 basis and disorder follows, 
the assembly wants its skirts clear of 
responsibilit 3 '. 

' Senor Villalon says that the assem- 
i bly desires the most amicable rela- 
I tions with the United States; that 
! nothing could e.xceed the gratitude of 

I the Cubans for the aid the United 
States has rendered, but they can not 
too strongly emphasize the belief that 
i the problem of the future would bo 
greatly simplified if enough funds are 
distributed among the Cuban soldiers 
now to insure their being able to re- 
turn to peaceful pursuits. The assem- 
I bly will, Senor Villalon says, proba- 
l bly be dissolved as soon as the army 
} is disbanded as it represents only the

and the senior naval officers to a con- 
ference on' board the Philadelphia, 
when the whole situation was care- 
fully canvassed. The upshot was a 
resolution to dismiss the provisional 
government and Adm. Kautz issued a 
proclamation calling upon Mataafa 
and his chiefs to return to their homes. 

Mataafa evacuated Mulinuu, the 
town he had made his headquarters, 
and went into the interior. 

Herr Rose, German consul at Apia, 
issued a proclamation supplementing 
the one he had issued several weeks 
before, upholding the provisional gov- 
ernment. As a result of this the Ma- 
taafans assembled in large force and 
hemmed in the town. 

The British cruiser Royalist brought 
theMalietoa prisoners from the islands 
to which they had been transferred by 
the provisional government. 

The Americans then fortified Mul- 
inuu, where 2-2,000 Malietoans took 
refuge. The rebels — the adherents 
of Mataafa — barricaded the roads 
within the municipality and seized the 
British houses. 

An ultimatum was then sent to 
them, ordering them to evacuate, 
and threatening them. in the 
event of refusal, with a bombardment 
to commence at 1 o’clock on the after- 
noon of March 1.5. This was ignored 
and the rebels commenced an attack in 
the direction of the United States and 
British consuls about half an liour be- 
fore the time fixed for the hombard- 
■ ment. The Philidelphia, Porpoise and 
I Royalist fired upon the distant villages. 
There was great difficulty in locating 
the enem\', owing to the dense forest; 
but several shore villages were soon in 
flames. 

A defective shell from the Philadel- 
phia exploded near the American con- 
sulate, and the marines outside nar- 
rowly’ escaped. A fragment struck the 
leg of Private Rudge, shattering it so 
badly as to necessitate amputation. 
Another fragment traversed to the 
German -consulate, smashing the crock- 
ery. The Germans then went on board 
the German cruiser Falke. 

During the mght the rebels made a 
hot attack on the town, killing three 
British sailors. A British marine was 
shot in the leg by a sentry of his own 
party, anotner was shot in the foot 
j and an American sentry was killed at 
his post. 

The bombardment continuing, the 
inhabitants of the town took refuge on 
board the Royalist, greatly crowding 
the vessel. 

Many people are leaving Samoa, the 
captain of the Royalist urging them to 
go, so as not to inter! ere with the mil- 
itary operations. 

The Porpoise has shelled the villages 
east and west of Apia and captured 
many’ boats. 

The Americans and British are fight- 
! ing splendidly’ together, but there is a 
bitter feeling against the Germans. 

Two men, a British and a German 
subject, have been arrested as spies. 

The bombardment of the jungle was

The department is 
surprised at the determined c’nar- 
acter of the resiB^ance offered 
by the Filipinos, but much 
gratified by the gallantry and 
spirit shown by our troops and the 
steadiness of their forward progress, 
though it is not rapid. The fact that 
Aguinuldo is commanding in person 
the insurgent troops, which are con- 
fronted by our column, vyarrants the 
belief that the insurgents are prepared 
to risk a general engagement, in which 
no doubt is felt that Aguinaldo’s array 
will be destroyed.

An effort has been made to get the 
names of those passengers who em- 
barked at Cairo, but this list had not 
been received at a late hour Wednes- 
day night. From local river men it 
was ascertained that the Rowena Lee 
carried a cabin crew of about 15 offi- 
cers and a deck crew numbering about 
30.

! sary to reebart the situation? What 
I causes the convulsive behavior of the 
magnets for a few hours or days when 
there is a great outbreak of sun spots? 
And if there any relation between the 
weather and the fluctuations in the

I oepted doctrines, and the btiman mind 
' is ao constituted that it will not rest 
i until further light is obtained. — ^New 
i York Tribune.
